Nokur coolies have’ been 
entertained to water the trees, and an enclosure has been put round each young plant to 
protect it from animals, The total number of fruit trees planted up té the end of the past 
cess year is about 3,000. 

7. The people seem now quite reconciled to the levy of cess. ‘Two liberal contribu- 
tions were received during the year for the. construction. of two specific works, namely 
Rs, 1,500 for the construction of ‘the Bundipore road by Baboo Chundy Churn Chatterjec, 
referred to in paragraph 4, and Rs. 1,200 for the construction of a bridge over the Sori 
Khal by Buboo Radha Mobun Munde. ‘The slenderness of the resources of the Committee, 
however, prevents the satisfaction of the many demands which arc made on them.

Lnaye the honour to submit the annual account for the cess year ending Septém- 
ber lst, with the following report. 

2, ‘The working, both of the District and Branch Committees, was on the whole 
factory. The former’ met five times during the year, and all the meetings were attended 

ora. 
tr ey The uancial condition of the Committee was no way better than that in the 
preceding year. ‘The Government, mado no grant-in-aid of their general revenue, and only 
Brom of Rs, 1,939 was contributed by it during the year for completion of the Chagda 
oad drainage works, 

‘The operation of the year chiefly consisted of ordinary repairs of the existing 
soais, of which 133 miles are metalled and 558 miles are unmetalied. As in previous 
far, the Committe were unable to moke sufficient grants for their metalled roads: the 
‘nususl draught, on the other hand, was greatly unfavourable for them. The wear and tear 
oi mcalting on’ them was consequently greater, than what was anticipated and provided 
for. The draught wlso stood in the way of their estimated repairs being carried out 
ofvhand in proper time. They were, however, efficiently finished within the year. The 
‘sunuil maintenance of the unmetslled roads was carried out before the rains set in. 

5. The completion of the Khoksa road and the drainage work on the Chagda 
soad were the principal original works of the year. The Committee have during the 
year spent for them Rs. 6,905 and Ks, 1,946 respectively, Four arched culverts were 
jmilt on the Chupra and Nischindpore road, and some materials also were collected 
for one of ite timber bridges, The outlay amounted to Rs. 1,976. These works form 
a part of a project which the Government had sanctioned for the road. The Gurkhal 
Fridge was finished Within the year at an expenditure of Rs, 207, aud only one work, 
sin the Srd mile bridge of the Kanchadiar road, was not finished owing to interruption 
caused by a sudden spill flood of the Padma river. The main structure was set up 
vithin the year, and planks and rails are beng fitted in now. The bridges on the 
Buggula road were virtually repairs aud restorations: their expenditures appear under 
the head of original works for mere technicality. 

6. In the sudder the village road works were carried out ax usual through respectable 
inhabitants of villages, under control of asub-committee ealled Village Road Sub-Committee. 
The branch committees worked partly through their members and partly through village 
agencies, ‘The result, on the whole, was satisfactory. In the sub-divisions grants in 
tune cube were supplemented by private donations. ‘The total outlay on the work was

8, The cess is gradually becoming popular in this district, as the majority of the 
people now appreciate the benefits it confers. 

«9. The works budgerted for the current year comprise chiefly repairs, and the only 
original work worthy of the name is the extension of metalling over a mile of the Nuddea 
road, for which a sum of Rs_ 8,600 has been sanctioned. 

10, The year was not favourable for arboriculture, The young trees on the roads were, 
however, nursed with great care, and they thrived well on the whole. There was not much 
fresh transplantation during the year, and the money which could be spared for the work 
‘Yas mostly required for the maintenance of the existing trees. 

11. “A sum of Rs, 160 was contributed during the year to the Furreedpore District 
Road Committee for construction of a diversion on the Coomercally and Simla road, just 
atthe place where it intersects a khal which forms the boundary between the two distriets. 
‘The diversion will benefit both the districts equally.
